interest in the invention was quite de­ 
stroyed. In 1641 a man was put into 
a mad house because he

followed some of the great men of his 
country about, declaring that he had 
discovered a new motive power that 
would revolutionize the machinery of 
the age. 
Many countries and people 
have claimed to be the discoverers of 
steam as a motive power, hut these ac­ 
counts, which are well authenticated, 
seem to settle the question finally.

The Representatives of Several States 
Get Together W ith the Ideas of 
Making All Regulations On that 
Point Uniform—Some of the Chap 
ters Suggested. 


Janesville sportsmen hare been much 
interested in the interstate fish and 
game conference this week 
It was 
generally stated th a t if the legislat­ 
ures of Illincis, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and Michigan, which were officially 
represented at the meeting, would be 
guided by the findings o f 1 he dele­ 
gates, the game laws of the north­ 
west would be nearly ideal. One mem­ 
ber from each of the states which 
were officially represented at the meet- 
ing by legislative 
committees was 
given a place on the committee whloh 
w ill have charge of the piloting of the 
uniform gi me law measures through 
the various legislative halls. 
It in­ 
cludes Senator J. H, Green cf Wiscon­ 
sin, A. S. Lakey of the National Bird, 
Game and Fish Protective association 
of Kalamazoo, Charlo* B. Felton of 
Illinois, and S. F. Fullerton cf Minne­ 
sota. 
Representative George E. Bow­ 
ers of Fargo, N. I) , and B. H. Shorb 
of Ohio were also given places on the 
committee, although present a t the 
conference in an unofficial capacity. 
A gainst Spring Shooting. 
One of the recommendations made 
by the convention, whioh is likely to 
cause some talk in shooting circles, 
was a resolution against the practice 
of spring shooting. 
Following is a summary of the resc- 
lution adopted which will be emVod- 
led in the bills whioh it will be a t­ 
tem pted to pass in the several states: 
By Representative Douglas cf Mir - 
nesota: T hat a license tax of tw enty- 
five dollars upon non-resident deer 
hunters, similar to the law of Wiscon 
ain and Michigan, should be adopted 
by alt the nor!ti western states. 
By Attorney Whelan of Madison, 
Wis. —T hat a law be passed by all the 
northw estern states declaring all game 
the property of the state wnerc same 
is found, before and after the killing, 
and th at no one shall acquire any 
property right in game, but it shall al­ 
ways be and remain in the state, sub 
ject to such laws as the different statt s 
shall nasa. 
By Deputy Game Warden B ewater 
of Michigan—T hat the legislature of 
M ichigan—T hat the legislature cf the 
northw estern states be urged to enact 
a statute making it unlaw ful to ship 
into any of their respe tire states any 
game from any other Bis ie which for­ 
bids the shipment of game out of tVe 
state. 
To Label Packages. 


By Mr. Whelan of Wisconsin—T hat 
the legislatures of the states repre­ 
sented a t the meeting be urged to pass 
law s requiring persons to label packa­ 
ge! delivered to common carriers to 
as to disclose the true contents of the 
packages and the name and residence 
of the owner and consignor, providing 
sir ingest penalties for falsely labeling 
such packages. 
T hat legislatures be 
urged to pass laws providing penali­ 
ties for any agent, seivant or employe 
of a co rn n ton carrier who receives a 
package for shipm ent which is labeled 


bo aa to disclose th at the contents of 
the package are game or fish protected 
by law. 
By Mr. Fullerton of M innesota— 
T h at the legislatures of the states rep­ 
resented be urged to enaot laws by 
whioh the game wardens of each state 
■hall be the agents of every otner state 
and th at the title of such fish and 
game be recognized in the state from 
which the shipment is made and dis­ 
posed of according to the provisions of 
the law in 
th a t state. 
The game 
w ardens to transm it to the authorities 
of the state from whioh the shipm ent 
Is made the surplus rem aining 
after 
the expense of seizure. 
Tw o States Not Represented, 
By State Game Warden Bortree of 
Illinois— That the convention is of the 
opinion th at the cold storage of wild 
game is one of the most eondncive 
methods of assisting in the utter ex­ 
term ination of game and should be pro­ 
hibited by the most stringent laws. 
By Mr. Foote of Michigan—T hat the 
deer season should open on the first 
day of November of each year and 
continue for tw enty days inclusive, 
w ith five days to dispose of game. 
In view of the fact that the states 
of North Dakota and Iowa were not 
officially represented a t the conven­ 
tion the president was instructed to 
confer with the proper authorities in 
each of the states mentioned with a 
view to obtaining their co-operation in 
the movement for uniform game law s.

Hard wood finish is a desirable thing, 
yet frequently less pleasing than the softer 
woods, which are now stained so many 
charming colors, and few things are more 
satisfactory than the white painted wood­ 
work of the colonial style. 
Only in plan­ 
ning your house tell your architect that 
your heart’s desire is for a pink bedroom 
or a blue dining room before he stains the 
wood moss green.

He was the agent of the crown lands 
until they were turned over to the peo­ 
ple, and now he has charge of the pub­ 
lic lands. 
His first trip abroad was in 1883, 
when he represented his government at 
the coronation of the czar of Russia. 
The people at home and the powers 
that were had by this time come to rec­ 
ognize the statesmanlike qualities of the 
man, and they doubled his mission. He 
was sent to Japan and India in the in­ 
terests of emigration before he returned 
to his native isles. 
It happened that in 188? he was tho 
chamberlain and secretary of the queen, 
when the jubilee in London broke out.

Announced speeches were de­ 
livered by Mr. Cannon (Utah) and Mr. 
Mason (111.) in advocacy of the adop­ 
tion of resolutions which 
they pre­ 
sented to the senate Tuesday. 
Fol­ 
lowing Mr. Cannon’s speech Mr. Hale 
(Me.) addressed the 
senate 
briefly, 
urging the senate to uphold the policy 
of the adm inistration. He pointed out 
th a t much had already been accom­ 
plished 
by 
President McKinley, not 
only for the cause of peace on the 
island, but also for the protection of 
Americans and American interests and 
for the relief of the reconcentrados 
and pacificos. He m aintained th at it 
would not be good policy by the adop­ 
tion of any drastic declaration to place 
the adm inistration in leading strings 
th a t m ight interfere in the carrying 
into effect of a defined policy. 
Mr. Cannon’s speech 
was 
a calm 
and dispassionate argum ent 
in sup­ 
port of his resolution. He did not, he 
m aintained, desire to disturb the peace 
or welfare of this government, but he 
warned congressmen and officials in 
adm inistration circles th at unless de­ 
finite action were taken upon the Cu­ 
ban question by the United States the 
heavy hand of the people would fall 
upon them. 
Mr. Mason followed Mr. Hale in a 
long and at tim es fiery 
speech in 
which he urged the president immedi­ 
ately to intervene in the Cuban war 
and end the struggle which on both

ment. 
He cabled his resignation of 
the post to Madrid upon m aking the 
discovery th at 
his letter 
to Senor 
Canalejas, 
reflecting upon 
President 
McKinley, had been published. 
To A ssistant Secretary of State Day 
Senor De Lome adm itted th at he had 
penned the note, whereupon the state 
departm ent wired M inister W oodford 
a t Madrid, directing th at he demand 
from the Spanish governm ent the re­ 
call of Senor De Lome. It is said that 
Senor De Lome will abandon the diplo­ 
m atic service and seek political pre­ 
ferm ent in Spain.

Everything depends on the po­ 
litical and military success In Cuba. The 
prologue of this second method of war­ 
fare will end the day that the colonial 
cabinet will be appointed, and it relieves 
us in the eyes of this country of a part 
of the responsibility of what may happen 
there, and they must cast the responsi­ 
bility upon the Cubans, whom they be­ 
lieve to be so immaculate.

sandbars, and the water is extremely 
shallow and swift.

main stream numerous glaciers project 
and are continually breaking off into 
the river, causing whirlpools and ed­ 
dies. Beyond the glacial belt the river 
passes through deep canyons in furious 
rapids. The river is not navigable for 
steam craft of the lightest draught and 
even Indian canoes in experienced 
hands can be used only in certain 
places. 
The interior of this district 
is unexplored, but from the nature of 
the surrounding country it is consider­ 
ed likely that it will always remain a 
sealed region.
